A man with only two.sons and nine 
daughters would have very little time 
at the start, to devote to war or politics, 
and so a plain husbandman our ‘Daniel 
was mostly. In late years, he was on 
the Grand Jury and a selectmen often 
chosen. He died in 1689 just as one 
kind of trouble with Indians. was off 
and anew one was on. Mary lived 
through the witch business, the Queen 
Anne War, and died in 1714 at 85. 

Their home lay on the East Bank of 
the Shawshin where Andover fields 
meet the pine barrens of Lawrence, the 
view from the train that leaves North 
Andover Station on the Essex Road, 
passing through South Lawrence to 
Andover, givimg a yery good view to 
the left of the prospect familiar to the 
growing Poors, When they got on top 
of Den Rock or. climbed the Carmel 
Hill side on one hand or that table 
land above Frye Village on the other.

Eastern raids, Mehitable Osgood evi- 
dently had a good house furnishing to 
start with, for Miss Bailey usés the in- 
ventory of Daniel Poor senior, a con- 
trast With earlier papers of the kind, 
as evidence of advance in good living, 
The best houses in town were chosen 
for inns at that date and_ possibly 
Daniel Poor laid in a good supply of 
house linen and utensils to meet some 
such demand. 2Daniel began his 
career officially in the usual way as’a 
constable the year his father died, for 
the North End had unruly boys. — But 
he does not seem to have had much 
time for any but his own later on. 
When the poor homeless children of 
Samuel Wardwell, the victim to witch- 
craft, come to be considered, the town 
fathers: place little Eliakim at 5 years 
with Daniel Poor till he is 21. His 
small sister Elizabeth goes up to the 
Stevens house for Ruth Poor to mother. 
In later years perhaps the name of 
Daniel Wardwell came from the 
friendships begun thus early. So 
Daniel Poor was reckoned among 
“the good and honest families” of the 
day, fit for guardians. Of the 19 born 
between 1689 and 1715 only 4. sons 
and 6 daughters mature. 

*Mehitable did not leave her mother 
while willing feet and hands were re- 
quired, but in 1783 at the age of 40, 
her younger sister near 20, Mehitable 
feels free to accept Jonathan Farnum’s 
offer of a‘home. Maybe he was an old 
lover and he was her father’s cousin, 
being a younger son of John Farnum, 
the youngest brother of Mary heft 
grandmother. The family life at the 
Farnums was not so serene as at the 
Poors, The Russe and Johnson ele- 
ment and bickerings about land and 
legacies arising from two marriages of 
Jonathan's sisters into these new fami- 
lies must have brought a good deal of 
experience to Mehitable. She steers 
all right however and when Jonathan 
dies in his 67th’ year, the sons-in-law

Some Conditions in Havana 


Gen. Ludlow was confronted on the 
lst day of January by a task that 
seemed impossible. To make an im- 
pression upon the dirt of the city 
seemed a heavy task, for it .was the ac- 
cumulation of centuries, It is not like 
anything we could imagine in the 
United States. There is filth that does 
not admit even of a description; - filth 
inconceivable to a human ‘race; such 
filth as a dumb brute in our country 
would tolerate. It pervades all classes 
and all parts of their habitation, and 
they do not seem to mind it in the 
slightest. When we first came to Hav- 
ana the odor from the streets and 
houses was so offensive that it sick- 
ened us, yet the people of Havana were 
actualy used to it. Their houses were 
almost entirely without sanitary ar- 
rangements, and it is surprisine that 
there has not been more fever and 
death, 

The poor were starving. and the 
streets were crowded with beggars of 
all ages and _ conditions. The most 
worthy poor are in the remote parts of 
the city. It is no uncommon thing to 
find eight or ten in a family, all living 
in One room with a horse, cow or goat. 
It is the usual thing t keep chickens in 
the apartments of the house. At ‘the 
time of the evacuation crime was rife 
and no one was safe on the streets af- 
ter night except in the main thorough- 
fares. Immediately after our flag was 
raised many criminals from the United 
States poured into the city, expecting 
to reap a harvest, but military justice 
is swift and severe, and in this entire 
city not more than ten or a dozen ar- 
rests are made daily, and most of them 
are for drunkenness or disorderly con- 
duct. The Spanish officials left their 
public institutions in a deplorable con- 
dition. In orphan asylums, hospitals, 
and widows’ homes the inmates were 
actually starving, where they had no 
outside means of support. In one case 
a single doctor and a decrepit old Chi- 
nese cook were the sole attendants, in 
a large hospital, and they both fully 
expected to be discharged as soon as 
the Americans came. When the for- 
mer was told that he might continue 
his good work and was given money 
and authofity to hire all the help he 
needed and buy food, he broke down 
and wept like a child. 

The crowds around the stations of re- 
lief are composed almost entirely of 
negroes, and their scramble for food 
would, in an Anglo-Saxon country, be 
called fighting. <A delicate. or-refined 
woman Stands but small chances of 
getting near to the door, but as a rule 
the officer in charge looks out for such 
a case, and helps her over the heads of 
the mob. A few days ago, at one of 
the stations, we noticed a well-dressed 
woman being elbowed about and ap- 
parently without enough strength to 
hold her own. We made way for her 
through the throng, and when she 
reached the room she sank into a chair 
half fainting. She was_” given food 
enough for ten days, She was about to 
leave when she burst inti tears, and it 
was some few minutes before she could 
Speak. She told us that it was the first 
tine in her life that she ever applied for 
charity. A few months ago her hus- 
band and five children had been with 
her on a beautiful plantation, prosper- 
ous and happy, but today the planta- 
tion is a waste, her husband executed 
by Spanish guerrillas and her children 
dead of starvation. She-still owns the 
land, and as soon as she is able to get 
it under cultivation, will be in good cir- 
cumstances. Cases of this sort are 
common, and many of the destitute 
have ben used to much better fare, and 
some have been wealthy.

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Ignore the Meddler. 


The hearing last Saturday afternoon, 
in relation to the recently accepted 
street on the south side of the town 
house, developed a very peculiar, con- 
dition of affairs. 

It seems that the selectmen! were 
petitioned by about twenty supposedly 
interested citizens to change the “loca- 
tioh of the street on the éasterly end, 
so as to leave undisturbed’ a. very 
recently constructed platform, on. the 
building leased by J. E. Pitman. 

It is interesting to note that many of 
the signers to the pétition for a change 
of location, say that they were induced 
to sign through misrepresentation and 
not one of them had_ sufficient interest 
to attend the hearing. . 

The hearing was called by the select- 
men to hear the petitioners, and any 
remonstrants who might appear. ~ 

Upon. ‘opening the meeting it was 
found that the only petitioner present 
was J. E. Pitman, the originator, who 
replied, when called ypon, that “they 
had nothing to say then,, they'd, have 
their say later.’ As this seemed a 
peculiar method of- presenting a case, 
upon a specially called hearing, Chair- 
man Goldsmith pressed him for @ more 
definite statement, and it appeared that 
if the selectmen did not give Mr. Pit- 
man what “they” wanted, he would call 
a special town meeting. Later upon 
being pressed by one of the twenty or 
so remonstrants, he said it would come 
up at a special town meeting that “was 
to be called anyway.” 

We have no thought of discussing 
the merits of the question, as to a street 
as laid out on the south side of the 
town house; the time has gone by when 
such discussion can be profitable. 

What the citizens of Andover are 
concerned with now, is the meddlesome 
impudence that attempts to override 
the will of a popular vote of the town 
at its annual town meeting, and if 
things cannot-be changed to meet the 
ideas of the meddler, the town is 
threatened with a law-suit. And that 
is not all, for the meddler knows. that 
there is also a possibility of a law-suit 
if such a change is made, and so thete 
he sits, apparently happy in the thought 
that he is sure to make trouble whatever 
happens. : 

We say the citizens are concerned in 
this, for it means friction, and trouble, 
and possible expense in carrying out 
what they have by a majority vote de- 
cided to do. 

The remedy is wholly in the hands 
of the selectmen and consists’in an 
aggressive carrying. out of the will of 
the town, ignoring entirely the cheap 
threats that drop so easily, from irre- 
sponsible tongues. _ 

The town voted to build this street, 
and knew what it was doing in thus 
voting. If damages are not properly 
awarded, there is a proper court to ad- 
just any differences, but such cotirt 
cloes not sit on the street corner, and is 
not presided over by any pocket edition 
of Blackstone. 

The street is today just-as much a 
lawful street as Main Street. Any 
change of location invelves damages to 
the parties whose land may be taken 
therefor, and a discontinuance of the 
street such has been threatened, 
would involve even heavier damages, 
probably far in excess of the original 
cost of the street. 

The course of the selectmen is cer- 
tainly clearin: the light of all these 
circumstances. "

He took as his text John 2:17: “And 
His disciples remembered that it was 
written, The zeal of thine house hath 
eaten me up.” 

He said in part: Our age is eager, 
restless, eclective. It is this spirit 
which has given to us novelties in doc- 
trine, which have been exploited only 
to be rejected by the people. At the 
same time it is true that to this spirit 
is due the great progress made. But 
for this we should have been denied 
the advance in recent decades. 

Ther are some Christians who think 
it proper for them to have no special 
interest in Christianity. Such a spirit 
as that at the time of the apostles 
would have resulted in immediate over- 
throw. The reason that the disciples 
were able to set the world on fire was 
because they were afraid themselves. 
.Had it not been so Christianity would 
have been the greatest chaotic episode 
of all the centuries rather than the 
power that it is. The same spirit that 
demanded the establishment of Chris- 
tianity demanded for it steady and 
rapid expansion in the world. 

In religion the dark ages are proper- 
ly named because the fire of passion 
devotion was allowed to go out. The 
passions of pleasure extinguished those 
of piety.. Misdirected passion is almost 
as great as a lack of enthusiasm. We 
are not so far removed from the apos- 
tolic age, but that we imitate them in 
one wrong act. The passion for promi- 


|nence works to the injury of Christian- 


ity in its world wide sweep. Denomi- 
national rivalry works to the injury 
and limits the power of the Church of 
Christ. We allow our energy and our 
life to go out in this struggle for prom- 
inence, 

The question we ask ourselves {is 
what is the remedy. A single remedy 
presents itself. It is the development 
of a master of the passion within us— 
one whieh will take full control of us. 
It is the crowding out by the dominant 
passion that we receive the desired re- 
sult. This passion for Christ Christians 
must have if they would be Christlike 
in spirit and Christlike in life. A man’s 
work is the product of what man_ is 
himself. We are the servants to. that 
which we give ourselves as servants to 
obey. The passion for Christ should be 
the master passion. This passion for 
Christ must be a passion for His spirit, 
for His teaching, for His service. A 
passion for Christ makes our spirit 4 
forgiving spirit. He strove to help men 
rather than to oppose what was in man. 
Christ's teaching had always for its 
purpose the helping of men. :

How the New Law Affecta kadever: aud

State Treasurer Shaw is aliiost read 
to pay over to the different cities an 
towns the sum due them ‘from ., the 
street railway tax. 

The collection of this tax is one of the 
provisions of the street railway law of 
last year and is regularly to be paid 
about the middle of November, The act 
commissioners the necessary authority 
to call for certain data from the compa- 


the

difficulty. As a natural result 
will be two payments this year. 

The companies now have to report 
to the tax commissioners the length 
of track they own and operate, the 
amount of their capital stocks and the 
dividends paid, 

In previous years the. direct franchise 
tax was distributed to the different ci- 
ties and towns in which stockholders 
resided in the same manner as . the 
bank and corporation taxes. In tact it 
was incorporated in the latter. 

This new law however calls for the 
distribution to those places in which 
tracks are located in proportion to 
mileage of tracks. So last year the sum 
collected from street railways as a di- 
rect franchise tax~~$500,000-in round. 
numbers was held out from the corpo- 
ration tax pending the receipt of au- 
thority to call for data and it is this 
money that is now being distributed. 

Next November this same direct tax 
will be distributed again and with it 
the income tax that is now being 
earned. The principal of this distribu- | 
tion is as follows: 

Those roads that pay more than 8 
per cent dividends are assessed in ad- 
dition to all previous taxes an amount 
equal to such excess provided however 
that no company shall be liable to pay 
such additional tax which has not 
from the date when it commenced to 
operate its. road paid dividends. equiv- 
alent in the aggrerate to at least 6 per 
cent per annum. 

The tax commissioners then appor- 
tioned the money received among the 
cities and towns in proportion to the 
length of tracks onerated by such com- 
pany in said cities and towns.

MUST HOLD CUBA. 


The annual spring banquet of the 
Boston Life Underwriters’ association 
was held Tuesday night at Young’s 
hotel. The speakers were Hon. William 
Moody, Hon. Wiliam 8. Knox, Samuel 
Elder and Rev. W. T. McElveen. W. L. 
Tyler, president of the association, was 
tosatmaster, 

Congressman Moody spoke on the 
“Expansion of National Taxation.” 

“The senate today,” said Mr. Moody 
“is a club of genial gentlemen gathered 
together for no other purpose than to 
spend the money in the public purse. 
These gentlemen represent the most ex- 
travagant body in the Taitad Stites of 
America, and few bills for appropria- 
tions go through their hands without 
the ‘amount of the appropriation being 
increased by them.” 

In spcaking of the famous Heston 
sewer tax, Samuel Elder said: “That 
bill was passed in the state house by 
men who, wise as they were, knew 
nothing whatsoever of its import, and 
it wis notu nderstood by the people un- 
til it was received by them on their tax 
bills.”

Congressman Knox said that the gov- 
ernment made a tremendous mistake in 
divesting itself of future authority over 
Cuba, in its manifesto at the outbreak 
of the Spanish war, and he went on to 
point out the great stratagetic impor- 
tance of the island to us in wars not far 
distant when this country attempts to 


introduce its commerce into South 
America asjit is already planning to do, 
In closing, Mr. Knox said: 


“Some sort of possession of Cuba is 
absolutely essential to the welfare and 
safety of the United States, Germany 
will ‘always be Germany; France will 
always be France, and unless this isl- 
and belongs in some way to us it cannol 
but be throughout the future a constant 
menace to our shores.”

Notes on Science and Industry. 


Geological observation long since 
proved that petroleum and its deriva- 
tives are unable to rise in-the geologi- 
cal scale from one formation to an- 
other, the principal deposits being her- 
metically sealed in the strata that con- 
tain them. It is assumed, this being so, 
that the so-called ‘‘surface indications” 
of gas and oil are principally due to the 
numberless. fractures through falls by 
which the contents of the porous rock 
can reach the surface; if therefore, it 
is possible for this prisoned gas to es- 
cape in any measurable degree, then, 
it is argued, the present figures must 
indicate the remainder of pressure 
after “millions of years of waste’’—if 
escaping now the pressure must be 
steadily falling unless through a con- 
stant replenishment. In all accumula- 
tions of oil and gas tne structure or 
arrangement of -the strata involved is 
the dominant feature, and this con- 
trolling influence becomes more and 
more clear as the gas and oil fields of 
the world are more adequately studied. 
It is thought probable that in the fields 
where salt water rises from deeply 
porous rocks under artesian pressure, 
the same pressure will be exerted on 
the gas and oil which with the salt 
water are the joint tenants of the rock. 
Doubtless the rock pressure of gas 
wells in certain districts is due to the 
salt water that fololws the gas.
